OBITUARY 

No. 3/1/91-Public.—Shri Rajiv Gandhi, 
former Prime Minister of India and President, 
All India Congress Committee (I), died in a 
bomb explosion at Sriperumbudur near Madras 
on 21st May, 1991. 

In ;he demise of Shri Rajiv Gandhi the nation 
has lost a young leader who led his party and 
headed the Government with dedication, courage 
of conviction and missionaiy zeal. His brutal 
assassination has sent shock waves throughout 
the country. 

A leader of international stature, Shri Rajiv 
Gandhi was bora on 20ih August, 1944 in Bombay 


to Smt. Indira Gandhi and Shii Feroz Gandhi. 
He had his early education at the Doon School 
and later studied Mechanical Engineering in 
Tiinity College, Cambridge, and then in Imperial 
College, London. He married Sushri Sonia 
Maino at New Delhi in 1968. Statting his career 
as a pilot in the Indian Airlines, he later entered 
public life after the sudden demise of his younger 
brother, Shii Sanjay Gandhi, in June, 1980. 

Shri Rajiv Ganlhi was fust returned from the 
Amethi Lok Sabha Constituency in a bye- 
clection in 1981 and later became the Geneial 
Secretary of the Congress (I) Party. He took 
over as the Prime Minister of India hours after 
the assassination of Smt. Indira Gandhi on 31 st 
Octobei, J984, at the age of 40, and led his party 
to a landslide victory, winning three-fourths of 
the seats in the Lok Sabha in December the 
same year. He became one of the youngest 
elected heads of Government in the world. 

As the Prime Minister of the country, Shri 
Rajiv Gandhi signed the historic Punjab Accord 
in 1985, the Indo-Sri Lanka Peace Accord in 
1987 and won acclaim for sending emergency 
aid to the Maldives in 1988. He also formalised 
bilateral trade treaties with Pakistan and China 
and was responsible for a warmer India-China 
relations with his Beijing visit in 1988. Back 
home, Shri Ra jiv Gandhi gave a fillip to the much- 
needed liberalisation and modernisation of the 
economy, the preservation of the environment 
and poverty alleviation piogiammcs. 

For his intense patriotism, dynamism and 
vision Shri Rajiv Gandhi will continue to be a 
source of inspiration for the people of India in 
times to come.
